New Delhi, the 24th April, 1992 

G.S.R. 434(E),—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the President hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Indian Civil Accounts Service 
(Group ‘A’) Recruitment Rules, 1977, namely ;— 

E (1) These rules may be called the Indian 
Civil Accounts Service (Group ‘A’) Re¬ 
cruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Civil Accounts Service (Group ‘A’) 
Recruitment Rules, 1977,— , 

(a) in rule 6, for sub-rule (3) and the proviso 
thereto the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“(3) 33-113% of the total duty posts in the 
service excluding leave, training and 
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Provided that the seniority of 
persons recruited through competitive 
examination held by the Commis¬ 
sion :— 
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probationary reserves shall be filled in 
by promotion as referred to in clause (b) 
of sub-rule (1) and the remaining posts 
by competitive examination as mentioned 
in clause (a) of sub-rule (1); 

Provided that the Government may with 
the previous approval of the Commission 
recruit candidates to the service by the 
methods referred to in clauses (c) and 
(d) of the sub-rule (1) and when recruit¬ 
ment is made - under these clauses, the 
number of persons so recruited shall 
count against the percentage of vacancies 
to be filled under the method referred to 
n clause (a) of the sub-rule (I).’’ ; 

(b) 'n rule 20 in sub-rule (1), for clause (i), the 

following shall be substituted, namely — 

“(i) App liniment by piomotien to the JunioT 
Time Scale of the Service shall be made 
in consultation with the Commission by 
selection on merit out of the eligible Pay 
& Accouuts Officers Group ‘B’ of the 
Central Civil Accounts Service (Group 
‘B’) who have put in not less than 5 yeais 
of service in that grade after appoint¬ 
ment thereto on a regular basis, includ¬ 
ing past service rendered as Accounts 
Officer in the Indian Audit & Accounts 
Department or in the Chief Pay & 
Accounts Officer’s organisation.”; 

(c) for rule 22, the following rule shall be subs¬ 

tituted namely 

“22. Seniority.—(1) The seniority inter se of the 
persons appointed to the service at the 
initial constitution of the service shall be 
die order in which they were placed in 
the Indian Audit & Accounts Service. 

>2) The seniority inter se of the persons 
appointed to the Service after the initial 
constPuboii shall he deteunined in accor¬ 
dance with principles mentioned below;— 

fa) Persons recruited on the result of a 
competitive examination conducted by 
the Commission in any year to posts 
in Junior Time Scale of the Service 
shall be ranked inter see in the order 
of merit in which they are placed at 
the examination on the basis of which 
they ate recruited; those recruited on 
the basis of an earlier examination be¬ 
ing ranked senior to those recruited on 
the basis of later examination : 


(i) in whose case offers of appointment 
arc revived after being cancelled; or 

(ii) who are not initially appointed for 

valid reasons but appointed after the 
appointments of candidates lecruited 
on the basis of results of subsequent 
c v.mmati >n or examinations ; 

shall be sue.li as may be determined by the Govern¬ 
ment 

(h) The seniority inter se of persons appoint¬ 
ed by promotion to all grades of the 
Service shall be determined in the order 
of their position in the select list; those 
promoted on the basis of an earlier 
selection being ranked senior to those 
promoted on the basis of a later selec¬ 
tion. 

(c) Officer 1 - appointed to the service in terms 
of provisions of c'ause fb) of sub-rule 
i 1 ) of rule 6 shall be given two years 
weightage in seniority v's-a-vr; the offi¬ 
cers appointed ; n the same year through 
competitive examination. 

(cl) Among the officers appointed through 
the competitive examination in a parti¬ 
cular year and the promoted officers 
assigned to that year after allowing 
weightage in tcrm,s of clause (c), the 
later shall be placed cn bloc below the 
junior-most direct recruit of that year. 

(e) In the case of a person who is initially 
taken on deputation and absorbed later 
in terms of clause (c) of sub-rule (1) of 
rule 6, his seniority in the grade in 
which he is absorbed will normally be 
granted from the date of absorption. If 
he h as, however, been holding already 
on the date of absorption the same or 
equivalent grade on a regular basis in 
the parent department, such regular 
service in the grade shall also be taken 
into account, in fixing his seniority sub¬ 
ject to the condition that he will be 
given seniority from— 

(A) the date he has been holding post on 
deputation, or 

(B) the date from which he lias been 
appointed on a regular basis to the 
same or equivalent grade in bis 
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parent department, whichever is 
later. 

(1) In cases falling under clause (d) of sub- 
rule (1) of rule (6), seniority of such 
officers will be fixed by the Government 
in consultation with the Commission”. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM [RE¬ 
GARDING RETROSPECTIVE EFFECT 
OF CLAUSE (c) IN SUB-RULE (2) OF 
RULE 22 OF THE INDIAN CIVIL 
ACCOUNTS SERVICE (GROUP ‘A') RE¬ 
CRUITMENT (AMENDMENT) RULES, 
1992], 


Clause (c) in sub-rule (2) of rule 22 of EC.A.S. 
(Gr. W) Reciuitment Rules, 1977 provides for two 
years weightage in seniority to officers appointed to 
the service in terms of provisions ol clause (b) of 
sub-rule (1 ) of rule 6 vis-a-vis officers appointed 
in the same year through competitive examination. 
T his will not alfect the interests of ony ouc in service 
adversely.
